Red Light Preserves Milk 
Interesting experiments have recent- 
ly been made concerning the influence 
of red light on milk. That light Is 
detrimental to the’ conservation of} 
milk has long bee hknown, but which} 
of the rays did the mischief has only 
now been determined.- The red fays 
are beneficial, while those toward the 
violet side of the spectrum cause the 
milk to turn. Pure, fresh milk placed 
in an uncolored glass bottle in the full 
sunlight, and sterilized and pasteur- 
tzed milk, placed also in uncolored 
bottlés in the same place were found 
at the end of the day to be completely 
spolled and unfit for consumption. 
Absolutely no difference could be de- 
tected betwoen the ordinary ‘‘fresh’ 
milk and that which had been -steril- 
ized—both were equally bad. But 
if even wnsterilized milk is placed In 
a red bottle or in a bottle wrapped in 
red paper in the full sunlight it keeps 
perfectly good for ten hours, 
Pasteurized or sterilized milk costs 
rather more, but to it many people 
aive:-the preference, as {t is consider- 
ed more hygienic. Now, however, 
that experiments have proved how eas- 
ily even this pure, sterilized. product.

In the fresco of the ‘Vision of the 
Cross’ in. the Constantinian ‘room of 
(Raphael's: Stanze at the Vatican, one 
of the figures is a strange one to find 
|in the representation of such a sdélemn 
| Subject . It is a wery small dwarf, 
wearing an ehormous golden helmet 
that would be more suitable to’ a 
giant. To the modern: mind this gro- 
tesque figure seems a jarring note in 
a stately composition, but there is 
no doubt that Raphael, who designed 
the picture was justified by history in 
introducing him, for it is known that 
connoisseur in 
dwarfs and had one of whom he was 
no higher than a partridge 

This curious taste for dwarfs dates 
from early times; in the days. of the 
from Augustus onwards, no 
man of fashion felt his establishments 
j;complete without at least one; their 
| drolleries and antics were found amus- 


{ing and they were sometimes allowed 


liberties denied to others; the Emper- 
or Tiberius for Instance, would allow 
his dwarf to tell him truths that he 
would submit to from no other. One 
of the spectacles with which Domitlan 
regaled the people in the circus was 
a battle of dwarfs. 

Through the Middle Ages and the 
Renaissance, the fashion of having 
these unfortunate creatures , attached 
to courts and the establishments. of 
the great continued. Everyone knows 
how in the palace of Mantua, built for 
Isabella D'Este, there is a suite of 
|rooms for these tiny retainers, with 
doors suitable only: for their passage, 
and in the pictures of Veronése, Man- 
tegna,. Valasquez, and almost all the 
great painters of the Renaissance we 
find them portrayed. The dwarf who 
served as model for Raphael in the 
Constantine fresco belonged to the 
pope and rivaled that of Constantine 
in size or rather in the lack of it.

GAS IS TAPPED {By-law No. 


AT 1,175 FEET 


The New Industrial Site Well 
Shows Heaviest Pres- 
sure of All. 


Full pressure gas in a volume of 
2,000,000 feet was tapped in the 
new industrial site well last Thure- 
day and was capped during the 
week. The high preasure area was 
os ata depth of 1175 feet. 
fr. C. E. Duffield, who is in 
charge of the drilling, states that 
the pressure is equally as’ great as 
that struck in the well at the plant 
of the Dominion Glass Co. two 
months ago. 

The gas was belching out with a 
roar and a blast. sufficient to carry 
a stick of wood twenty feet in the 
air, That was last Sunday when 
a length of pipe was screwed on at 
the surface aperture to carry the 
escaping gas away from. danger by 
contact with flame from any souree. 

Drilling progressed some feet into 
the shale below the gas chamber to 
punch down a sump hole-to protect 

intake of the pipe. No. very 
formations were encountered 
in the drilling, the core having 
proven mostly a loose clay and 
shale. The menin charge of the 


sooner or later oil should not be 
tapped in the district The for- 
mation is dissimilar to that in 
other gas regions, notably Ten- 
nesee, Kern County; California, 
Indiana and West Virginia, but in 
any of these fields where gas was 
struck first the discovery of oil

However it is understood that the 
crew will be kept on the ground to 
punch down still another well, the 
location of which is not. definitely 
known, but will be somewhere to 
the east of the city, That will 
kee” >the crew in the field until the 
autumn’s industrial complexion is 
evident.
